« 7. He was a Child that was ex* 
traordinary inquiſitive, and full of 
good queſtions, and very careful 
to obſerve and remember what he 
heard. 


8, He had a great hatred of '

pleaſing to God, and was ſo great- 
ly concerned for the honour of 
| . God, - that he. would take on bit- 
terly, if that any groſs fins were 
committed before him. And he 
| had 
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had a deep ſenſe of the worth of 
Souls, and was not a little grieved 
when he ſaw any one do: that which 
he knew was dangerous -to theif 
Souls. 

9. One day feeing one of his 
near Relations come into his Fathers 
Houſe diſtempered with drink as he 
thought , he quickly went very ſe- 
riouſly to him and wept over him, 
that he ſhould to offend God, and 
hazard his Soul, and beg'd of him 


.to ſpend his time better than in 


drinking and gamins , and this he 
did, without any in{trution-from his 
Parents, but from 2n inward prin- 
cipl- of grace, an love to God and 
ſouls as it is verily believed. 

10 When he was at play with 
other Chiliren, he would be often- 
{ome word to keep 
them from naneihty talk, or wicked 
actions , an! if any did take the 
Lords name 11 vain, or do any thing 
thit was not becoming of a good 
ny 3 tacy ſhould ſoon hear of it 
D ; with 
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with a witneſs; nay once hearing 
a boy ſpeak very profanely , and 
that after two or three admonitions, 
he would not forbear nor go out of 
his company neither , he was fo 
tranſported with zeal, that he could 
not forbear falling upon him to beat 
him ; but his Mother chiding of him 
for ir, he ſaid, that he could not 
indure to hear the name of God fo 
abuſed by a wretched boy. This is 
obſerved not to vindicate the a, 
but to take notice of his zeal. 

11. He was a Child that took 
great delight in the Company of 
g00d men, and elpecially, Mini- 
ſters and Scholars; and if he had 
any leifure-time, he would improve 
it by viſiting of luch , whole dit: 
courſe might make him wiler and 
better; and when he was in their 
ſociety, to be ſure his talk was more 
like a Chriſtian and Scholar , than a 
Child. 

12. One day after School-time

the reproof very well, and went 
home and fell very hot upon his 
Catechiſm, and never left, till he 
got it by | heart, and not only {o, but 
he would be enquiring into the ſenſe 
and meaning of it, 

12. Hz was fo greatly taken with 
his Catechiim, that he was not con- 
teat to learn it himſelf, but he would 
bz putting others upon learning 
their Catechiſm , eſpecially thole 
that were neareſt to him ; he could 
not be fatisfied, till he had per{wa- 
ded his Mothers Maids to learn it, 
and when they were at work , he 
#0vld be ſtill following them with 

D 4 lome 
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fome good queſtion or other; ſo 


that. the Child ſeemed to be taken 
up with the thoughts of his Soul 
and Gods honour, and the good of 
others ſouls. 

14. He was a conſcientious ob- 
ſerver of the Lords Day , ſpending 
all the time either in ſecret prayer, 
or reading the Scriptures, and good 
books; Learning of his Catechiſm, 
and learning of the Word of God, 
and publick duties; and was not 
only careful in the performance of 
theſe duties himſelf, but was ready 
to put all that he knew upon a ſtri&t 
obſervation of the Lords day ; and 
was exceedingly grieved at the pro- 
fanation of it; one Lords day -a fer- 
vant of his Fathers going out of the 
huſe upon an extraordinary occa- 
fion to fetch ſome Beer , he took 
on fo bitterly, that he could ſcarce 
be pacified, becaule that holy day 
was fo abuſed ( as he judged ) in his 
Fithers houle. 

15. When he was betwixt fix 

and 
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and ſeven years old , it pleafed 
God to afflit him with ſore eyes 
which was no timall exerciſe to 
him , becauſe it kept him from 
School which he loved as well 
as many Boys do their play, 
and that which was worle, he 
was commanded by the Doctor 
not to read any Book whatlo- 
ever, at home. But, O how was 
this poor Child grieved , that he 
might not have liberty to read the 
holy Scriptures; and for all their 
charge he would get by himlcif, 
and ſtand by the windows , and 
read the Bible and good Books 
yea he was ſo greedy of reading 
the Scripture, and took fo much de- 
light in it, that he would ſcarce 
allow hinifclf ſomctimes time to 
dreſs himſelf for reading , the 
Word of God was his great de- 
light, Yea, though he hath been 
beat for ſtudying fo much , yet 
judging it Gods command that 
he ſhould-give himſclf up to rec:4- 
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ing, he could riot be beat off from 
it, till he was ſo bad, that he had 
like never to have recovered his light 
more. 

16. bt was his practice to be 
much by himſelf in ſecret prayer, 
and he was careful to manage that 
work, fo as that it might be as 
ſecret as poſſible it might be, but 
his frequency and conſtancy made 
it to þe ſo ealily obſerved z upon 
which, one time one having a great 
mind to know what this ſweet babe 
prayed for, got into a place near 
him, and heard him very earneſtly 
praying for the Church of God, de- 
firing that the Kingdom of the

17. He 
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17. He was much above the* vani- 
ties that moſt Children are faken 
with, and was indeed too much a 
man to live long. 

18. He was very humble and mo- 
det, and did by no means affe& fine- 
nels in apparel, but hated any thing 
more than neceſſaries either in cloths 
or diet, 

I9. When he perceived either 
his Brother or Siſter pleated with 
their new clothes, he would with 
a great deal of gravity reprove their 
folly, and when his reproof fip- 
nified little, he would bewail their 
vanity. 

20. Once he had a new fuit 
brought from the Tailors, which | 
when he looked on, he found fome 
ribbons at the knees, at which 
he was grieved : asking his Mo- 
ther, whether thoſe things would 
keep him warm. No, Child ſaid 
his Mother ; why then ſaid he, | 
do you ſuffer them to be put here, 


you are miſtaken, if you think 
th {uch | 
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luch things pleaſe me; and I doubt * 
ſome that are hetter than us, may 
want the money that this coſt you, 
to. buy them bread. | 

21, He wou'd intreat his Mo: 
ther to have a care of gratifying 
a proud humour in his Brother 
and Siſters, he did tel] them of the 
danger of pride , and how littte 
reaſon they had to be proud of 
that which. was their ſhame ; for 
faid he, if it had not been for fin 
we ſhould have had no need of 
clothes. 

22. At leiſure times, he would 
be talking to his School-fellows- a- 
bout the things of God, and urge 
the neceiſity of a holy Life; that 
Text he much ſpoke on to them ; the 
Axe 7s laid to the root of the tree, 
and cvery tree that bringeth not 
forth good fruit , is hewn down 
and. caſt into the fire. Fvery Mo- (\ 
thers Child. of us that doth not 
bring forth the+ fruit- of good 
works ,- ſhall ſhoxtly- be cut =_ 
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with the Axe of- Gods wrath ,-and 
caſt into: the fixe- of- Hell ;- and this 
he ſpake- like one that believed and 
felt the power of what he ſpake, 
and not with the leaſt viſibility of 
a childiſh levity of ſpirit. This was 
when he was between ſeven and 
eight years old , and if he percei- 
ved any Children unconcerned about 
their Souls , he would be greatly 
troubled at it. 

23. Aﬀter this, his Parents re- 
moved not far from London, where 
he continued- till that dreadful 
year ſixty five; he was then ſent 
to the Latine School, where he ſoon 
made a -very conſiderable Pro- 
refs, and- was: greatly beloved of 
his Maſter ; the School was his be- 
loved place , and learning his re- *' 
creation. He was never taught to 
write, but took it of his-own in- 
genuity. 

24, He was exceeding dutiful | 
to his Parents, and never did in 
the- lea diſpute their command , 

| ( except, 
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If - (except , when he thought they 
ff - might croſs the command of God ) 
as in the forementioned bultacls of 
reading the Scriptures when his eyes 
were lo bad, 

25. He was exceeding contented 
with any mean diet, and to be lure 
he would not touch a bit of any 
thing till he had begged Gods blet- 
ſing upon it. 

26, He would put his Brother and 
Siſter upon their duties, and obſerve 
them whether they performed it 
or no, and when he ſaw any neg- 
le&, he would ſoon warn them; if 
he ſaw any of them take a ſpoon in- 
to their hands before they had cra- 
yed a bleſſing he laid that is jult like 
a Hog indeed. 

27. His Siſter was afraid of 
the darkneſs, and would fſome- 
times cry, upon this account ; he 
told her, ſhe muſt fear God more, 
and ſhe need then be afraid of no- 
thing. 

28, He would - humbly put his 

near 
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- near Relations upon” their duty, 
and minding the concerns of- their 
Souls and Eternity, with more ſe- 
riouſneſs and life , and to have a 
care of doing that which was for the 
diſhonour of God and the hazard of 
the Soul. 

29. He was of a compaſſionate 
and charitable diſpoſition , and ve- 
ry pitiful to the pvor, or any that 
were in diftrels, but his greateſt 
pity was to poor Souls ; and as 
well as he could , he would be-put- 
ting Children, Play-fellows, ſervants, 
neighbours, upon minding their 
poor ſouls. 

30, One notable inſtance of | 
his true charity, I cannot omit. : 
A certain Turk was by the pro- - 
vidence of God caſt in the place 
where he lived, which this fweet 
Child hearing of, had a great pity | 
to. his Soul, and ſtudied how he 
might be any way” inſtrumental | 
to do it good: at laſt finding a 
man that- underſtood the lan- 


guage | 
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guage of the Turk , he uſed means : 


to- get them together, Which he 
at laſt procured z the firſt thing 
that he did, was to put his friend 
upon difcouſing with the Turk 
about his principles, whether he 
acknowledged a Drity , which the 
Turk owning; the next thing he 
inquired after , was , What he 
thought of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
At which the Turk was: troubled, 
and - put of the diſcourſe, and 
ſaid, he was athirt and an hun- 
Sry-, Which the Child being in- 
formed of , by the Interpreter, 
immediately went to a Brew-houle 
near at hand ( his own houſe be- 
ing-far off ) and did intreat the 
Maſter of the Brew-houle to give 
him ſome Beer for the Turk , and 
the argument he uſed was this ; 
Sir, here is a poor ſtranger that is 
athirſt, we know not where we 
may be caſt before we dye; he 
went to another place and begged 
food for him; - uſing the fame ar- 
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gument as before, but his friends 
hearing of it , were angry with 
him , but he told them he did it 
for a poor ſtranger that was far 
from home, and he did it that he 
might think the better of the 
Chriſtians, and the Chriſtian Reli- 
S1ON, 

31. He would have a ſavoury 
word to fay to every one that he 
converſed with, to put them in 
mind of the worth of Chriſt and 
their Souls; and their nearneſs to 
Eternity. Infomuch , that good 
people took no ſmall pleaſure in 
his company, The Taylor that 
made his clothes, would keep them 
the longer before he brought them 
home, that he might have the 
Feiche of his ſpiritual and Chri- 
ſtian ſociety ; and more frequent 
vitits. 

2. He bewailed the miſerable 
cordition of the generality of 
man- Kind, (when he was about 
ten years old) that were utterly 
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eſtranged from God, though they 
called him Father, yet they were his 
Children only by Creation, and not 
by any likeneſs they had to God, or 
intereſt in hin. 

33- Thus he continued walking 
in the ways of God, ingaged in 
reading, praying, hearing the word 
of God, and ſpiritual diſcourſe, dif- 
covering thereby his {crious thoughts 
of Eternity. 

34. He had an earnet defire, 
if 'it might be the Lords good 
pucature , to give himſelf up to the 
Lord in the work of the Miniſtry, 
if the (ſhould live ; and this out 
of*:'a dear love to Chriſt and 
Souls. 

35. He was (next to th? Bible ) 
moſt taken with reading of Re- 
 verend Mr. Baxters works elpect- 
ally his Saints Everlaſting Reſt ;, and 
truly, the thoughts of that Reſt, 
and Eternity 5 ſeemed to fwallow 
up all other thoughts, and he lived 
in aconſtant preparation for it, an1 

| look'd 
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look'd more like one that was ripe *' 
for glory, than an inhabitant of this 
lower world. 

36. When he was about eleven 
years and three quarters old , his 
Mothers houſe was viſited with 
the Plague; his eldeſt Siſter was 
the firſt that was viſited with this 
diſtemper, and when they were 
praying for her, he would 1ob and 
weep bitterly. 

37. As loon as he perceived: that 
his Siſter was dead, he faid, the will 
of the Lord be done. Eleijed be tne 
Lord, dear Mother , ſaid he, you 
muſt do as David did, after the 
Child was dead, he went and re> 
freſhed himſelf, and quietly fubmit- 
tea to the will of God 

38, The rcſt of the family held 
well for about fourteen days, which 
time he ſpent in religious Cuties and 
preparing for his death z but till his 
grzat Book was the Saints Reſt 
which he read with exceeding curi- 
olity, gathering many obſ{crvations 
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out of it in writing for his own uſe, 
He wrote ſeveral divine meditations 
of his own, upon ſeveral Subjeas, 
but that which ſeemed moſt admi- 
rable, was a meditation upon the cx- 
cellency of Chriſt; he was never 
well now but when he was more 
immediately ingaged in the ſervice 
of God. 

39. At fourteen days end , he 
was taken fick, at which he ſeem- 
ed very patient and cheerful; yet 
ſometimes he would ſay that his pain 
was preat. 

40. His Mother looking upon 
his Prother, ſhaked her head, at 
which he asked, if his Brother were 
marked; ſhe anſwered, yes Child ? 
he asked ac2in , whether he were 
marked , ſhe an{wrred nothing 3 
well tayvs h:, I know I ſhall be 
marked; I pray let me hive Mr. 
Baxters Book, that I may read a 
little more of Eternity before I g0 
into it. - His Mother told him that 
he was not able to read; he ſaid, 
that 
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that he was; however then pray 
by me, and for me; His Mother 
anſwered, that ſhe was ſo full of 
grief, that ſhe could not pray now ;
